Gorges will assume all; the bills on 
the bridge. The Court. (Justice Spear) 
sustained Mr. Blaisdell's counsel, the 
case was ordered continued and the 
'hearing.will not take place until after 
the decision on the- referendum has 
been announced.

let us look at our town warrant, and 
see whether the same rule,should not 
apply on some matters therein. '
